Special Meeting to Inves- 
tigate Charges of Ille- 
gal Search Preferred 
Against County Police 
Officers. 


Complete investigation of charges 
preferred by Curry Moon and Tom 
House, two prominent society men 
of this city, against two members of 
the county police force, will be made 
at a special.board meeting of Fulton 
county commissioners, which has 
been called for Saturday morning at 
10 o'clock, at the courthouse. 

The charges, which involve the 
search of an automobile for whisky 
by the two officers, were filed with 
the clerk of the commission, Henry 
Wood, and were presented to the 
commissioners at. their regular 
monthly meeting Wednesday after- 
noon. Mr. Wood was instructed by 
the board to notify the persons in- 
volved to be present at the hearing 
Saturday morning. 

The charges set out that the car 
was searched without @ search war- 
rant, which violates the Georgia law 
of search and seizure without the 
proper warrant, and that the 
petitioners do not believe that the 
county’ wants such officers in its 
employ. 

The charges, as presented to the 
commission, follow: 

Mr. George Mathieson, Chief County Police, 
and Mr. Charles C. Turner, Chairman Po- 
lice Committe of the Commission: 


Dear Sirs—On the night of August 1, 1910, 
between 10 and 10:30 = Tom House 
and Curry Moon, the undersigned, were out 
riding in an attomobile near Cascade 
Springs, Fulton county, two young ladies be- 
ing present with us. 

We stopped the car at the spring in order 
to get some water. While the car was stand- 
ing in front of the spring, the undersigned 
were accosted by County Police Officers E. F. 
Donehoo and L. J. Dickerson, and one of the 
officers said to the undersigned, ‘‘You have 
Whisky in th car, and we are going to 
search the car.’’

ONLY 10 DAYS’ SUPPLY 
OF NECESSITIES HERE 


Strike of Shop Crafts 
Men Has Depreciated 
Rolling Stock So That 
Trains Cannot Be Run. 


With the likelihood that a general 
embargo will be declared this morn- 
ing by the United States railroad ad- 
ministration against all freight 
shipments into the southeastern 
states, the attention of the people in 
this section will be diverted from 
the high cost of living and they wil! 
be brought up with & shock to face 
the possibility of not being able to 
secure food and other necessities of 
life at any price. 

Declaring the rolling: stock and 
motive power of the various south- 
eastern railroads has depreciated 
with such rapidity since the walkout 
of the shop crafts that trains can- 
not be run, many. of the railroads 
have already refused shipments for 
any part of the territory to which 
Atlanta is the gateway, and for the 
same reason it has been officially 
indicated that a general embargo 
against all freight shipments would 
be forced upon the railroad admin- 
istration, if not this morning, cer- 
tainly within the coming 24 hours. 
WILL SHUT OFF 
FOOD SUPPLIES. 

The effect of the general embargo 
will be to shut off entirely the ship- 
ment of live stock, fresh meats, pro- 
yisions, grain, flour, sugar, oil, coal, 
and other vitally needed commod- 
ities into.the cities of the south, and 
as stocks of the above necessities 
now being held by the wholesale 
houses in this section will last not 
longer than a week or ten days, ac- 
cording to estimates of business 
men, it is predicted that suffering 
and hunger in. the towns and cities, 
as well as in the country districts, 
are extremely probable. 

A settlement of the strike that has 
brought about the above conditions 
is indicated to be exceedingly re- 
mote, in so far as immediate results 
are concerned, and it is believed 
that nothing now can be accom- 
*plished toward its settlement that 
would serve to ward off a certain 
amount of suffering among the 
southern people. 

Should the stMikers return to work 
at onge, declared a prominent rail- 
road man, it would require many 
days, perhaps two weeks, in which 
to repair the engines and cars that 
have become so badly depreciated, 
and make them fit for normal serv- 
ice again. This taken in connection 
with the estimates given by promi- 
nent meat packing houses and gro- 
cery concerns that the provisions 
now on hand in the southeast would 
not last more than a week or ten 
days, shows the seriousness of the 
situation. 

STRIKERS 
STAND FIRM. 

But, according to their leaders, 
the striking shopmen have no in- 
tention of going back to work until 
their demands for an increase from 
68 to 85 cents per hour is granted, 
and there is no indication from the 
railroad administration that the de- 
mands of the strikers will be met. 

The southeast occupies a pecu- 


liar and extremely unfortunate posi- 
tion in that the strike of the shop 
crafts, which has so far been de- 
clared illegal by the union offi- 
cials, is felt only in this section of 
the country. The eruaee. 
affecting the entire country, is con- 
fined in its acute stage at present 
to the states seuth of the Potomac 
and east of the Mississippi, and 
should the railroad administration. 
or the president, grant the in- 
creased pay the shopmen are ask- 
ing for, the increases that have been 
demanded by other railroad men 
would also have to be given, which 
would add $800,000,000 to the pres- 
ent wage bill of the railroads. Rail- 
road men admit‘that the adminis- 
tration has a knotty problem to un- 
ravel, but pending its solution, the 
grave situation that faces the south- 
ern people is also declared to be a 
subject for consideration. 

It is indicated, however, that be- 
cause of the fact that the pinch be- 
ing confined to this section alone, 
it is possible that sufficient pressure 
will not be brought to bear to secure 
a settlement of the question before 
the strike of the shopmen that -

GROCERS ARE URGED 
TO REGULATE SALES 


Conference at Chamber 
of Commerce on Thurs- 
day—Mayor Key Would 
Sell at Cost Govern- 
ment Food Stored Here. 


With the likelihood of a complete 
embargo on freight facing Atlanta 
as the result of the railroad shop- 
men’s strike, which would force the 
city to rely for an indefinite period 
upon the food stocks she now has in 
store, the attention of officials and 
leading citizens was directed last 
night towards finding some ultimate 
solution of the situation and in pro- 
tecting the public meanwhile from 
hoarders and profiteers. 

Urge Regulation. 

With the view of a fair distribu- 
tion of foods now on sale, R. I. 
Barge, president of the Atlanta Re- 
tail Grocers’ association, issued a 
statement to Atlanta grocers urging 
them to sell to each customer only 
enough to supply immediate wants. 
He called attention to the fact that 
many among the wage earning 
classes might not have money 
for the purchase of groceries, until 
they had received their pay enyel- 
opes: on Saturday and warned the 
grocers against depleting their 
stores before the wants of every 
class could be met. 

Er. P. McBurney, acting president 
of the chamber of commerce in the 
absence from the city of Samuel 
C. Dobbs, stated that there would 
be.a conference at the chamber 
Thursday at which the situation 
would be given thorough consider- 
ation. 

Mayor Key, who declared that he 
feared local profiteering would fol- 
low an embargo took steps Wednes- 
day to secure for sale at cost a 
large quantity, of the government 
food stored in warehouses here. 

There is stored in government 
warehouses in Atlanta a _ large 
amount of food which the war de- 
partment has announced..may be 
sold through the mayor.

Alderman Hatcher has called the 
finance committee to meet at the 
city hall at 10 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing when it is expected that the 
committee will approve the mayor’s 
recommendation for the purchase of 
food supplies and also his recom- 
mendation for an investigation of 
profiteering and measures to stop its 
existence, should such abuse be 


found to prevail. 


The mayor pointed out that the 
city could easily make the food 
purchases in its present financial 
stress, since council could antici- 
pate the revenue to be derived from 
the sale of the commodities and the 
money would be returned to the 
treasury. 

A call for a special meeting of 
council Friday afternoon to follow 
the meeting of the finance commit- 
tee Friday morning was issued 
Wednesday by the mayor. He also 
called for a special meeting of the 
aldermanic board following adjourn- 
ment of council Friday arternoon, 
so that if the plan meets with ap- 
proval of the three bodies, the ma- 
chinery for relief of the public may 
begin to operate at once.

Raise Must Be Immedi-

WILSON’S PROPOSAL 
OPPOSED BY UNIONS 


They Claim That the 
President’s Plan of Re- 
ferring Matter to Con- 
gress Would Result in 
a Delay of Months. 


Washington, August 6.—Acting as 
a unit for the first time in the 
presentation of wage demands, the 
14 principal railroad unions today 
in expressing to Director General 
Hines their disapproval of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s proposal that con- 
gress create a commission to con- 
sider increased pay, declared that 
wage questions must be settled Im- 
mediately. 

A general program to meet the 
present crisis, involving the threat 
of a nation-wide strike, was sub- 
mitted to the director general. It 
was suggested that the money to 
provide increased pay should come 
from an appropriation by congress, 
to be followed by appropriate 
freight rate advances. This ‘‘tem- 
porary relief” must be accompa- 


nied by a determined effort to re-| 


duce the cost of living. 

Permanent solution. of the rail- 
road problem was declared to @e- 
pend upon the removal of returns 
to capital as the sole purpose of 
operation and the director general, 
accordingly was asked to recom- 
mend to President Wilson that he 
attempt to obtain early passage by 
congress of organized labor’s bill te 
eliminate private capital from con- 
trol of the railroads and to give 
the employees a share in the profits. 

As to Traffic Rates. 

The unions declared the belief of 
the workers “that transportation 
rates should be sufficient to guar- 
antee just wages, maintain the prop- 
erties and give equitable returns 
on money invested.

Rates of pay, 
it was said, were in no way co- 
related to transportation charges. 

Quick Action Wanted, 

The plan for a _ congressional 
commission was disapproved be- 
cause “it means months of de- 
lay at a time when the ques- 
tions involved require immediate 
settlement,” the program said, con- 
tinuing: 

“You already have in the board 
of railway wages and working con- 
ditions, the necessary machinery to 
dispose of these questions, and we 
ask that their function be restored 
and they be allowed to pass upon 
the questions submitted to them, 
and that their findings be placed 


before the representatives of the 
recognized organizations for their 
consideration and be mutually 
agreed upon before being issued. 
“The moneys with which to pay 
these increases should, in our opin- 
ion, be raised by an appropriation 
to be of sufficient amount to tem- 
porarily take care of immediate 
deficits. In the meantime let the 
proper rate-making body ake a 
careful study as to what, if any 
increases should be made in pas- 
sénger and freight rates. Prompt 
action in this regard being both ea- 
sential ad benitla le.

WILSON EXPLAINS 
ABOUT SHANTUNG 


President Says “Frank 
Statement” of Japanese 
Foreign Minister Ought 
to Remove “Many of the 
Misunderstandings.” 


Washington, August 6.—President 
Wilson issued a formal statement 
tonight saying that the “frank 
statement” made by Viscount Uchida 
as to Japan's policy regarding 
Shantung “ought to serve to remove 
many of the misunderstandiags 
which had begun to accumulate 
about this question.” 

When the question of disposal of 
Shantung was definitely decided 
upon at Peris, President Wilson 
said the Japanese delegation in re- 
ply to a question from him said: 
“The policy of Japan is to hand 
back the Shantung peninsala in full 
sovereignty to China, retaining 
only the eronomic privileges grant- 
ed* to Germany and the right to 
establish a settlement under ‘the 
usual conditions at Tsing-Tao.”

_ Special Appropriations

Although no measures of prime 
importance were passed at yester- 
_day’s session of the house, owing to 
the fact that final action was de- 
ferred on the school codification bill 
untl this morning, by reason of the 
peculiar turn that the vote on cer- 
tain amendments took, the body dis- 
tributed special appropriations to 
the various agricultural schools and 
rushed through quite a number of 
minor general bills, , 

It is evident that this general as- 
sembly is to repeat the experience 
of its predecessors. After wasting a 
good portion of the early part of 
the session, Members becom “vor. 
ishly activa during the last™ week. 
So great is the pressure of meas- 
ures now upon the calendar that 
the house voted, on request of Vice 
Chairman Neill, of the rules com- 
mittee, to hold a night session at 
8:30 tonight. 

Mr. Neill said that more than one 
hundred requests had been received 
from members to put their bills on 
the calendar at this session. Un- 
less night sessions were held, he 
added, it would be impossible to 
reach them. At the morning ses- 
sion, the:speaker reminded the house 
that Saturday was the latest day on 
which house bills coulé@ be consi 
ered, as all house measures must 
reach the senate for first reading by 
Monday morning for action to be 
taken upon them this year. 

Rules Committee In Charge. 

Beginning today, the rules com-

Truant Officers.

guardians to obtain excuses from 
school attendance and by making 
these orly temporary in effect; (3) 
by providing for the appointment of 
truant or attendance officers by 
each county and municipal boare of 
education. These latter are to be 
paid $1 to $3 per day, their pay to 
be drawn as far as possible from 
fines coilected for violation of the 
compulsory attendance law.

Text Books. 

The extension of the right to 
county boards to adopt certain text 
books for use in their schools.

An amendment by Kepre- 
sentative Moore, of Fulton, prohibits 
electors in municipalities having 
separate school systems from parti- 
cipating in elections for county 
school superititendents. 

Two amendments, one by Lindsay, 
of DeKalb. providing pay for teach- 
ers of $1 to $3 per day for attend- 
ance upon county institutes each 
vear, and the other by Representa- 
tive Mundy, of Polk, making county 
boards elective by the people instead 
of by grand juries, were the. only 
proposed changes which revealed a 
wide range of disagreement and 
elicited much discussion. 


Teachers Oppose.

On behalf 
of the appropriations committee, 
Chairman Carswell amended _ the 
bil! cutting the appropriation to 
$20,000 and added appropriations of 
$7,500 for the Fourth and $6,000 for 
the Séventh district schools. 

. Amendments Offered. 


Mr. Pace of Sumter. offered 
amendments giving $15,000 to com- 
plete the building for the Third Dis- 
trict school, half to be available in 
1920 and the other half in 1921; also 
$12,500 for a heating ~ plant and 
shops at the Sixth District school. 

Later Mr. Williams of Walton and 
Mr. Kelley of Gwinnett offered a 
bill giving $15,000 to the Fifth Dis- 
trict school to complete equip and 
heat the girls’ dormitory. This was 
reduced to $12,000 by the committee 
amendment, $6,000 available in 1920 
and the balance in September, 1921. 
Amendments by Mr. Coates of Fu- 
laski and Mr. Quincey of Coffee add- 
ed $20,000 for the Twelfth, and $3,- 
500 for the Eleventh District schools 
respectively. Members of the house 
appeared to take the position that it 
was unfair to grant the demand of 
one school and not that of the others 
and the appropriations finally pass- 
ed aggregated $96,500. 

Mr. Carswell declared that while 
he was not personally. opposed to 
schools getting the money, he did 
not know where the state would 
find the funs to meet the appropria- 
tions.

J. Epps Brown On Stand 
at Adjournment — Com- 
pany Shows Percentage 
of Efficiency of Service. 


There were prospects, when the 
hearing before the Georgia railroad 
commission on the petition of the 
Southern Bell Telephone company 
for a continuance of the govern- 
ment scale of rates adjourned Wed- 
nesday afternoon, that the arzgument 
and cross-examination would not be 
concluded before Thursday. after- 
noon. 

The cross-examination of J. Epps 
Brown, president of the telephone 
company, by City Attorney James 
L. Mayson, in charge of the opposi- 
tion, was begun late Wednesday 
afternoon and will be continued at 
10 o’clock Thursday morning. Mr. 
Mayson stated that he would make 
an opening argument for the city, 
but he was not sure whether or 
not the city would put witnesses on 
the stand. 

The city is asking that the com- 
mission compel the company to en- 
force a 20-second minimum stand- 
ard in answering calls, to install an 
automatic exchange, and abolish the 
long distance and _ installation 
charges. 

While on the stand Wednesday 
afternoon Mr. Brown declared that 
the standard of the company was 
that every call should be ans .erea 
with 10 seconds 96 per cent of the 
time, and that while that standard 


had never been fully realized it had 
been as high in Atlanta as 91 per 
cent. 
Upon cross-examination Mr. May- 
son asked if Mr. Brown would ob- 
ject then to a rule being made by 
the commission calling for 20-second 
service. “I certainly would,” Mr. 
Brown replied, “as a piece of fool- 
ishness, 

“I would object to any fixing of 
Standards by the commission whose 
members are not sufficiently famil- 
iar with all conditions to be able 
to lay down such regulations. -The 
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“The situation fehich confronts us 
is. one which practical experience 
alone can work out, with the co- 
operation and interést of the public. 
It hag developed over a period of 
years and it cannot be cured in a 
day. We have had serious service 
conditions elsewhere and we have 
always corrected them to the satis- 
faction of the public.” ~- 


Yendt en Stand. 


George J. Yundt, vice president 
of the company and active chief of 
operations, went on the stand when 
the hearing began Wednesday morn- 
ing and was closely questieoned by 
Mr. Mayson.,’ 

Mr. Yundt when asked if the serv- 
ice would be improved, provided the 
rates were maintained, answered, 
“It will take a year in all proba- 
bility for the company to restore 
its former service, but we are sure 
that it will get “etter. It must be 
remembered that we have not yet 
had time to make the readiustments 
following the demands the war 
made upon us.” 

With reference to the installation 
of the mechanical switchboard such 
as is used in Havana, Cuba: Jack- 
sonville and other cities, Mr. Yundt 
testified that it would cost the com- 
pany approximately $3,000009 to 
make the change, a sum which could 
not be made up out of the 7 ner cent 
set aside for depreciation each year. 

Admitting that the service has 
been lowered in efficiency Mr. Yundt 
Rave as cause@the recent disturb- 
ance when a walkout occurred, tak- 
ing away 200 employees most of 
whom did not return until a few 
days ago, the conditions of labor, 
and the demands of the war. 


Reviews Operations. 


J. Epps Brown, president of the 
Southern Bell company. took the 
stand at the conclusion of /Mr. 
Yundt’s testimony. 

Mr. Brown reviewed the 6pera- 
tions of the company in Georg 
and throughout the south $ (fro 
1914. through the period when the 
United States participated in the 
war, and on to the present time. 
Mr. Brown showed how the money, 
equinment and »wversonnel require- 
ments of the company hed increased 
to meet the demands of the public 
and tater of the government for 
service, 

He declared thet never before in 
its history had the companv§ been 
offered. so much business and never 
hefore had it so ina&dequately met 
the demands. This he said was due 
to the tnahility to secure equinment 
and supnlies and the scarcity of 
men and women to perform the 
neefed service. This situation. he 
declared, was due to conditions 
created hv the war and over which 
the telonhone eempanv had no con- 
trol. He gave the revenue and ex- 
penses of the company covering a 
neriod of years to show that the in- 
erense in revenne, slthonuch tleree.

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, Explefas Ch 

Questioned particularly about the 
rates for Atlanta, he said that the 
present rates were an increase of an 
average of 34 cents per month per 
telephone over the pre-war rates. 
He pointed out that rates were not 
increased for telephone service in 
residences, although the application 
forauniform rate had resulted in 
a decrease in the rate for service in 
many residences. The rate increase 
was borne largely by the business

Questioned by City Attorney May- 
son about the service prior to and 
since the strike, Mr. Brown said 
that the service in Atlanta had not 
been up to the company’s standard 
since the country began to feel the 
effects of the European war. In 
giving specific figures he said that 
there had been an improvement in 
local service during the month of 
May, when 8&7 per cent of the calls 
in Atlanta were answered in less 
than twenty seconds. The strike 
occurred during June, and the serv- 
ice then reached its lowest ebb. It 
was improving. however, and would 
continue to gradually improve. 

Asked why there was a shortage 
of operators, when a large number 
of striking operators were availa- 
ble, Mr. Brown explained in detail 
the causes leading up to the strike, 
and stated that 25 per cent of those 
who left the service had applied for 
reinstatement and were at work. 
The others, he said, could apply in- 
dividually, and those who were ac- 
ceptable would be re-employed.

Sergeant, Ky., Aug. 7.—(Special.) 
There is little question but that 
Uncle -John Shell, former Georgia 
man, now residing in his primitive 
log cabin mountain home back on 
the waters of Greasy creek, Leslie 
county, Kentucky, is the oldest man, 
and certainly the most remarkable, 
in the civilized world. While there 
is some question as to the exact age 
of the old “war horse” he believes 
himself that he will be 118 years 
old on September 3, although neigh- 
bors, old men of the community have 
authentic reasons for saying that 
he ig much older. Uncle Henry Chap- 
pell, the next oldest man on Greasy 
creek, and who is now past 90, says 
that he has often seen an old tax 
receipt in the possession of old man 
Shell which is dated in 1809. 

Certainly the old man did not pay 
taxes until the legal age—21, 
which would evidently make old 
man Shell about 130. Others say 
about the same. .In his 96th year 
Uncle John Shell presented A. 8. 
Yantis yith a set of deer antlers. 
These were preserved by Mr. Yantis 
from ten to twelve? years, when they 
were turned over to Joseph Richards, 
at present a coal operator of eastern 
Kentucky. This was about fifteen 
years ago, which would maase him 
close to 130. The Geer that carried 
the antlers was killed by J. P. M, 
Shell, father of old Uncle John shell, 
in 1776. 

Others give authentic claims why 
they are pretty. sure that old man 
Shell is nearing his 120th milestone. 
The National Geographic society at 
Washington has been’ urged to in- 
vestigate the claim of friends of 


John Shell that he is today the old- 
est man in the civilized world. 


Does Manual Labor. 


Yet hale and hearty, able to do 
considerable manual labor Uncie 
John Shell resides in. the mountain 
fastnesses of Greasy creek—living 
the simple life, tending the garden 
and the little mountain farm, rais- 
ing chickens, hogs and stock. It is 
said he has mgde an altogether coni- 
fortable living. He says himself that 
he was never under the care of a 
physician—was never sick a day in 
his life. His health, as he puts it, 
has been well nigh perfect. 

His mental qualities are above the 
average, and he can relate with ut- 
most precision happenings of the 
long, long ago—during the pioneer 
days in this section. Born on a lit- 
tle farm near where Rome, Ga., now 
stands, Uncle John insists that he 
can be called a Georgian. With his 
father and two brothers they start- 
ed north, seeking their fortune, 

Hearing of Kentucky where wild 
animals and game were abundant 
they pitched their tents in the heart 
of the native hills.. It was thirty to 
forty: miles to the. nearest settle- 
ments.» Years and years passed by 
without seeing any one. A greater 
part. of the time of the old hunter 


tains. During those days the wild 
bear and the deer roamed at: will. 
The Shell family were frequently 
startled by the shrill loud cry of 
the panther. There was an occa- 
sional attack 
home by the red man who lived “at 
peace,” at frequent intervals. Later 
the Shells did considerable trading 
with the Indians. 
Real Old-Timer. 

When The Constitution man went 
to the old Shell heme to get a pic- 
ture of the old man and a sketch 
of his Mfe, he remained overnight 
in the hospitable home. Far into 
the night the old man related in-

When asked about a picture he 
said, “Why, I never had a picture 
made in my life, and don't want to 
now.”

He 
urged that his little four-year-old 
son appear with him in the photo, 
This privilege was granted, 

Uncle John Shell is yet quite well 
preserved—especially for a man of 
his age. He is active and alert. His 
mental qualities are extraordinary. 
His eyesight today is splendid—he 
can see to read the finest print 
without the use of glasses. He 1s a 
splendid marksman, a real sharp- 
shooter—a crack shot, if you please, 
In the old-fashioned shooting match- 
es Uncle John always carried away 
the best prizes over his young 
friends. He yes prizes highly an old 
heirloom in tae little honse—the 
time-worn old rifle which has stood 
the test of time, a relic of the long 
ago. It was with this trusty rifle 
that much of the wild bear, the 
deer and. other animals were killed 
in the long ago. 

New Teeth, 

His hearing is as good as it ever 
was. He lately cut a new set of 
teeth, and the old man now boasts of 
a mouth full of snowy white grind- 
ers. The old man masticates his 
food as well as the average man 
of thirty. He is proud of them. Not 
long ago he was married for the third 
time. His wife was twenty some 
odd, and it was said to be a case of 
“love at first sight.” He is the father 
of eleven children. Nine of them 
have unusually large families. 

Uncle John Shell has hundreds of 
grand-children, many great grand- 
children, and scores of great great 
grand-children. Some one has said 
that. they are as numerous as ants. 
These are preparing for a real home 
coming September 3, when they will 
attend the 118th birthday celebra- 
tion and old time home coming 
which -will be held at his home. 


Hundreds of the friends of the old 


man will also be on hand to give 
honor to the old war horse. There 
will be speech making, music and 
the like. 7 

Uncle John gives his requisites for 
a long life as: Sleep a plenty, @on't 
worry, eat slowly, exercise often, 
drink a moderate amount of pure 
whisky, drink pure water, breathe 
pure frésh mountain air—‘“then there 
will be no need of a doctor or doc- 
tors’ medicine,” the old man said, 
“Any one ean live to be 100 years 
old if he will but try—obey the laws 
of nature, and live right,” he con- 
cluded. 

There is every indication that 
Uncle John Shell will live many 
years longer—live on and on doing 
the deeds of kindness which has 
characterized his life. He is a good 
walker, a natural pedestrian, and 
spends much of his time just out 
walking. He says it is good exer- 
ciee. too. “It pays ‘to walk,” he 
adds.

GREAT STORM SWEEPS 
NORTHERN OHIO 


Cleveland, Ohio, August 6.—Four 
persons known to be dead, probably 
six seriously wounded, property and 
crop damage estimated at more than 
$2,000 and 200- families driven from 
their homes was the toll early today 
of the electrical storm which swept 
northern Ohio late yesterday.

Field Director. 


After the war, he became field di- 
rector with Mr. Taft on the League 
to. Enforce Peace drive, which 
brought the Southern Congress of 
the ague of nations to Atlanta, 
and eight other congresses to the 
leading cities of America. 

Under his expert guidance, the or- 
gfanization work of the American 
Cotton association is expected to go 
forward with all rapidity, until at 
least 1,000,000 cotton growers have 
enrolled in the association. 


Urges Cotton Holding. 


In accotdance with instructions 
from the executive committee of 
the American Cotton association, 
President J. S. Wannamaker Tues- 
day gave out a statement to the cot- 
ton growers of the south calling 
upon them to hold eotton in the face 
of present market fluctuations and 
to await. a fair and equitable price 
for their staple. 

According to Mr. Wannamaker, 
the present fluctuations in the mar- 
ket are due solely to manipulators, 
who are using the market to their 
own advantage, and prices quoted 
at the present time do not repre- 
sent the real conditions of supply 
and demand. 

His statement follows: 

The break in the price of cotton which 
has occurred during the last week is pure- 
ly the result of manipulation. Lower cot- 
ton cannot possibly be affected in price as 
the result of the efforts to lower the price 
of livigg. We have statements from leading 
manufacturers in various sections of the na- 
tion showing that they cannot use lower 
cotton bases middling based upon the price 
at which the manufactured product is be- 
ing sold today, which is 60 to 75 cents a 
pound. In the carry over of the world sup- 
ply of cotton, as shown by Hester, there 
is included a large amount of bolls and a 
large amount of regins and linters and a 
record-breaking amount of rotten cotton. 

There is not in the world today any- 
thing like enough cotton to fill the demand 
even should the growing crop break all rec- 
ords in production for the last four years. 
There is not the remotest possibility of the 
growing crop producing more than the record- 
breaking small crop, of a_ shortage of raw 
materials before this time next year. 


Hold Fast, Is Word. 


Those holding spot cotton should under no 
condition sacrifice the same at which it has 
been bid by the manipulator. The mills are 
making fabulous profits. The producer should 
certainly have part of this profit. 

The American Cotton association has just 
secured a charter for a membership of one 
million. This membership will inelude ev- 
ery section of the entire cotton belt. The 
organization will be not only the largest 
association of its kind in America from a 
standpoint of membership, which itincludes 
farmers, bankers, producers, business and 
professional men of the south, but will be 
the strongest financial association .of thic 
character ever organized in the country. 

Arrangements are being made to finance 
the crop so as to prevent the possibility 
of the bears forcing the producer to sacrifice 
his cotton. For the rst time since the 
production of cotton in America, the mini- 
mum price to be named by the producer 
through the American Cotton association will 
mean the cotton will not be sold for less 
than this price. Do not sacrifice your spot 
cotton. The new day for the south has 
dawned. The enormous record-breaking de- 
mand for spot cotten now exists throughout 
the manufacturing world.

Fear of Atlanta, suggested and appealed to by Atlantians in the service of 
publie utilities corporations. controlleed outside of the State of Georgia, 
should not be permitted to work a hardship upon the towns and cities-of the 
state, and deprive them of powers enjoyed by the majority of places in the 
United States. 


Forty-two states, by general law, give to their towns and cities the power 
to acquire and operate gas plants, waterworks and electric light and power 
systems. Fourteen states give to their ——— authority to acquire 
and operate street railways.

* Eighteen hundred and fifty towns and cities in the United States are suc- 


cessfully operating electric plants today and the municipal owned plants are 
inéreasing mere rapidly than those owned by private corporations. 


Georgia gives to her villages incorporated by the Superior Court, author- 
ity to operate waterworks and gas plants. 


The bill introduced by Judge Covington, of Colquitt, at the request of the 
Municipal League of Georgia, if passed, will give these powers to all of the 
municipalties of Georgia. \ 


General Judiciary Committee No. 1 of the House, on motion of Mr. Alex 
Lawrence, of Savannah, has . recommended that the bill do not pass. 


ATLANTA BABIES’ ICE NO ARGUMENT AGAINST BILL 


The principal argument against the bill was presented by Mr. Preston 
Arkwright, of the Georgia Railway and Power Company. / 


Mr. Arkwright, pointing to the action of Mayor Key in trying to get and 
keep sufficient ice on hand for the babies of Atlanta, said that this made it 


clear that if the authority to acquire and operate their public utilities were|- 


given to the municipalities of Georgia, all of the towns and cities of the state 
would suffer at the hands of the city of Atlanta. 


This fear of Atlanta had been so instilled into the minds of the members 
of the committee, that the majority, one by one, without waiting to hear the 
facts with reference to the bill, left the room. As they went, each requested 
that he be recorded as voting against the measure. 


MOST REMARKABLE 


Judge Covington, of Colquitt, turning to Messrs. Atkinson and Arkwright, 
of the Georgia Railway and Power Company, at the close, said, with much 
else: , 


“This is a remarkable thing. A most remarkable thing. You are at high 


water mark now. The day will come when you will be at low water. You 
had better make all you can while the makingis good. For the system un- 
der which you operate is passing away.” 


Convinced that neither the members of the committee nor the members of 
the Legislature would willingly do an injustice to the cities, towns and state 
of Georgia, the Municipal League of Georgia gives, in the columns parallel 
with this, in part, the conditions brought about in Georgia by the operation 
of the system, to meet which the bill was framed. 


JUSTICE FOR GEORGIA

Georgia has, in her water powers, two million horse power undeveloped. 
Engineers inform us that this can be developed more cheaply in Georgia than 
ean the water powers of the Province of Ontario in Canada. Notwithstand- 
ing, the power companies operating in Georgia and controlled elsewhere, 
have developed, all told, only 230,000-horse power, while the towns and 
cities of Canada, acting together, had developed, in April, 1918, 310,000- 
horse power. In Georgia, against the smaller . development stand capital 
liabilities authorized of $175,000,000. On the date memes against the 
development in Canada was ‘only $70,000,000. 


In thirty years the cities and towns of Ontario will save in bills for current 
alone more than 25 times the total revenues for taxes in the state of Geor- 
gia in the year 1918. In Georgia the municipalities will be out of pocket 
and have only receipted bills to show.

We placed this 
waste in bowls and Kept it in the 
ice box so that it wouldn’t sour or 
spoil. On Saturday afternoon we 
brought out the bowls and measured 
them so as to gain a definite knowl- 
edge of this waste and how to pre- 
vent it. 

The materials scraped from mix- 
ing bowls after baking one pastry, 
one cake,, one pan of gingerbread 


and one batch of cookies amounted 
to one and one-half cups. This one 
item also surprised the class. The 
usual method followed by the pupil 
in preparing a recipe was the mix- 
ture was removed from the bowl 
with a spoon and after the contents 
of the bowl ° were placed in pans, 
etc., for baking and the student felt 
that she had remvved as much as 
She possibly could, and was ready 
to wash up the utensils used, I set 
the bowl aside and then had another 
pupil take a spatula and told her to 


remove every particle of the food 
from the bow); the food thus scraped 
was stored. 
since that time we do not Have that 
waste when pupils are cooking. 

This loss that frequently occurs 
in baking and cooking is due to 
the careless removal. of the food 
from the bowls. This amount of 
waste will really surprise the thrif- 
ty woman once she starts to meas- 
ure it. Not only does this waste 
occur in the actual preparation, but 
frequently there will be one-fourth

of the entire product lost, due to 
poor and careless cooking 
the food is scorched it will adhere 


to the bottom of the utensil and | 


the portion of the pie, cake or bread 


that is burnt will have to be dis- | 


carded, as it is unfit for food, 


The housewife who doés not se- | 
lect and purchase foods wisely will | 


frequently find that either all or 
part of some purchase is a total 


loss, due either to purchasing too | 


large a quanity or selecting some- 
thing that the family does not like, 
or, sas I have stated before, poor 
or -indifferent cooking. 

The woman who purchases food 
by buying a dime’s worth or 26 
cents’ worth is not only inefficient, 
but also at the mercy of sharp 
tradespeople and she is really 
wasteful, She should know the price 
per pound of this food and the 
measure of it. But usually these 
women will not take the trouble to 


compare prices and, therefore, they | 


have no definite knowledge about 
obtaining the full value for their 
money. 

Many experts declare that care- 
less and indifferent purchasing of 
foods without any actual knowledge 
of the amount and weight is helping 
to keep up the cost of living, and 
that if we are to lower the high 
cost of food it is necessary that 
the housewife do her part by care- 
ful, conservative buying and the 
elimination of waste. 

A prominent butcher told me just 
a short time ago that if it were not 
far the foreign trade in this coun- 
try that the cost of the finer cuts of 
meat would be at least 75 per cent 
higher. due to the fact that few 
housewives are willing to purchase 
the cheaper cuts of meats; they de- 
mand steaks, roast, chops. At first 
thought this was hard to believe, 
but after visiting the markets and 
shops I found that this was the 
case. Many butchers say that a 
great number of American house- 
wives either are unwilling or cannot 
cook the cheaper cuts of meat in or- 
der to make them into palatable, at- 
tractive dishes. 

Yet, when we stop to think, the 
fancy cuts of meat, which are the 
tenderest, come from parts of the 
animal which have the least strain 
on them and for this reason do not 
contain the same amount of nutri- 
ment as the coarse or tougher por- 
tions. For you know that the 
parts of the animal’s body that are 
constantly exercised become stronger 
and, therefore, tougher than the 
parts that do not have this exercise; 
but the a that areconstantly in 
use will have a larger proportion of 
nutriment due to the fact that 
there is a larger and freer circula- 
tion of blood through those tissues. 
For these reasons certain races of 
people seem to think them more 
healthy. 

Now I do not mean to convey to 
you that all parts of the animal with 
the exception of the steaks and roast 
are tough. Rather that they can be 
made equally as tender, and that 
they contain a greater nutritive 
value pound for pound. These cuts 
must be prepared by long, slow 
cooking. In a demonstration two 
cuts af seune were selected in order 
to carry out this experiment and 
convey a lesson to the class: one 
and one-half pounds of flank; the 
sirloin cost 75 cents for one and 
one-half pounds and the flank 50 
cents for one and one-half pounds. 

The steak was quickly prepared 
and eaten. The loss due to cook- 
ing and the waste, weighed, it was 
found that 52 per cent of the total 
weight was required to cover this. 
This means that less than half of 
the amount purchased was available 
for food.

LESSON 64 
Base Running—tThe Delayed Steal. 


One of the most, effective strate- 
gic moves on the bases is the delay~ 
ed steal. Just who invented this 
style of advancing, especially from 
first to second, seems unknown. It 
is recorded that Tommy McCarthy 
and Billy Hamilton both used it, 
but the first I ever saw of it was as 
executed by Big Bill Lange and later 
I saw it used frequently and with 
great effect by Frank Chance. 

The theory of the delayed steal is 
the same as that in any surprise at- 
tack. The runner dashes off first 
base at top speed as if to steal sec- 
ond. The catcher, of course, in- 


the throw to the man covering sec- 
ond base. Then the runner stops 
short, perhaps twenty feet or a tri- 
fle further from irgst base, and 
moves his body (not his feet) as if 
turning to go back to first. The 
catcher naturally holds the ball and 
changing his stance threatens to 
throw to first, although he knows 
that the runner is on the alert and 
can beat the ball back to the bag. 
The catcher, seeing that it is useless 
to throw to first, relaxes his throw- 
ing position, changes his stance 
and drops into position to lob or toss 
the ball to the pitcher. 

The instant that the catcher 
changes his position the runner 
suddenly whirls into sprinting 
position and dashes at top speed 
to second. $=In many cases the 
catcher has taken his eyes off the 
runner for an instant in preparing 
to throw back to the pitcher, and if 
he loses even that small fraction of 
a second the steal can be executed 
successfully by an ordinarily fast 
man who slides well. If the catch- 
}er is surprised and meg ta by. the 
suddenness of the m . the chances 
are that his throw will not be good, 
because he must leap back into 
throwing position and make a hur- 
ried s to second. 

In other cases the catcher actual- 
ly tosses the ball, lobbing it slow- 


ily back to the pitcher and, if the 


runner has beaten the start of the 
delayed steal, no pitcher can relay 
the ball back to the second base in 
time to eatch the runner. 

There is, of course,.no excuse for 
a catcher permitting any runner to 
get away with a delayed ul. be- 
cause the natural advantage all 
with him and he should throw out 
his man in every case.

Runnen ’Em Straight. 

Although the White Sox, the 
Giants apd the Washingtons have 
all taken a shot at it, the record of 
twenty consecutive victories set up 
by the Providence club of the Na- 
tional league in 1884 still stands as 
the high mark in the major circuits, 
It was twenty-five years ago today, 
on the 7th of August, in ‘84, that 
Providence started the greatest of 
winning streaks with a 4-to-2 vic- 
tory over New York city. Charley 
Radbourne twirled for Providence 
in that game, and he was the pitch- 
er in eighteen of the twenty. con- 
tests, establishing for himself a 
record of consecutive victories since 
surpassed only by Tim Keefe and 
equaled only by Rube Marquard. Of 
the twenty triumphs, four e: ch were 
gained over Boston, C.>»weland, 
Detroit and Chicago; two over Buf- 
falo, and one each over New York 
and Philadelphia. 

The Providence club of 1884 was 
managed by the veteran Frank Ban- 
croft, now business manager of the 
Cincinnati club. The Grays not 
only captured the National league 
flag that year, but won the first 
world’s championship by taking 
three. straight games from the New 
York Metrorolitans of the American 
association The great Radbourne 
pitched seventy-two games for the 
Grays that year, while Sweeney 
twirled in twenty-four con- 
tests. The two men made 
up the pitching staff of the 
first world’s champions, Gilligan 
and Nava were behind the bat. 
In the field, Joe Start covered first, 
John WPWarrell played second, Jerry 
Denny’ was at third, and Arthur 
Irwin was shortstop. The outfield 
force was made up of Paul Hines tn 
center, Cliff Carroll in left field 
and Paul Radford in the right gar- 


en. 

Providence vanished from the big 
show more than thirty vears ago, 
and big league ball in Providence 
has become only a memory treasur- 
ed by the venerable fans of the 
Rhode Island metropolis. The record 
hung up by the Grays of ‘84 has 
gained a lasting place in the eter- 
nal done, but outside the majors 
there are records that surpass it. 
Thev follow: 

The world’s record is held by the 
old Cincinnati Reds. who in 1869 
and °70 won eighty-one consecu- 
tive games. 

During the season of 1893 the 
celebrated colored team, the Cuban 
Giants won thirty-five games with- 
out a defeat. 

The Corsicana club of the Texas 
league won twenty-seven consecu- 
tive games in 1902. ' 

In the same year, in June, the 
Charlotte team, of the North Caro- 
lina league, placed twenty-five 
straigett victories to its credit. 

During the season of 1912,. 
Wilkesbarre, of the New York State 
league, went through twenty-five} 
games without a defeat, starting on 
August 12 by defeating Elmira, 2 to 
6. and winding up with a victory 
September 12.: when Scranton went 
down to a defeat, 3 to 1.

Shee- 
han goes back to the American 
league and is the only player of 
the team to go back to the big 
show. 

Perhaps the most sought after 
player is Shortstop Christenbury, of 
Memphis. He is greatly in demand, 
practically every scout of the big 
leagues having given him the once 
over, A Boston Braves’ scout was 
here during the Memphis series 
iooking at his work and Patsy 
Flaherty, of the Chicago White Sox, 
made an offer for him some days 
ago, but was refused him by Tom 
Watkins.

Must Learn Young. 


It is hard to think that grown 
Frenchmen will learn to play base- 
ball with any degree of skill. In 
fact not one American in a thou- 
sand learns to play baseball after 
he is twenty. If he does not take 
up the game before he is fifteen the 
chances are that he never will try 
it, and the same must be true of 
Frenchmen. But the younger men 
in the French army, especially those 
in the military colleges who, during 
the war, were chiefly around seven- 
teen years of age, learned the game 
easily although poor throwers and 
not good players.

Opening Day.

The principal of the 
school to which the pupil is assigned must 
be notified immediately and the seat will 
be reserved a reasonable length of time. 

Seating Tickets. 


All new pupils and those who withdrew 
from the schools before the end of the last 
term should get seating tickets before Au- 
gust 16th. No seats will be guaranteed aft- 
er this date, although tickets will be is- 


sued. 
Requirements for School] Tickets. 

1. The applicant must be a bona fide resi- 
dent of Atlanta. 

2. The applicant must show a certificate 
of successful vaccination; or a statement 
that vaccination has been attempted three 
times within the last twelve months: or 


ja statement that the. applicant has had 


smallpox. Any of the above must either 
be signed by or indorsed by an Atlanta 
doctor. A statement from two Atlanta doc- 
tors that it is unsafe to vaccinate the ap- 
plicant will be accepted in lieu of any of 
the foregoing requirements. 


ngiers. 

All transfers should be secured, if possible, 
by August 16. 

In case a change of residence is planned be- 
fore the opening of school, satisfactory evi- 
dence must be submitted-to show that the 
change is bona fide. 

In accordance with a rule of the board the 
office will make every possible effort to 
place each child in the nearest school. When 
this plan is not followed, it is because it 
is not feasible to do so. ‘The patrons of 
the schools are urged to be patient and 
to give the office time to adjust any seem- 
ing injustices.
